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California Conference of the A. M. E. Church a Political 
Machine. A Brazen Alliance with Corrupt Influences.

A conference or a church has as 
much right to engage in politics 
as an individual when the part 
so taken is for the elevation of 
the moral tone of the community, 
thus promoting the cause of good 
government. This is not only a 
privilege, but the duty of every 
Christian church. When the com¬ 
munity is afflicted with the exis¬ 
tence of a moral wrong, no church 
worthy of the name will rest till 
the affliction is stamped out. Hence 
the right of the church to engage 
in politics when necessary to se¬ 
cure that end. But when a church 
sacrifices principle and engages in 
politics as a gainful occupation, 
as a matter of business, it will be 
found in the ranks of those that 
offer the best inducements. Such 
a church looses its moral force, 
ceases to command respect, and 
becomes not only a loss but a 
detriment to the community that 
supports it. This is becoming pain¬ 
fully true of the California Con¬ 
ference of the great A. M. E._ church. 

The responsibility for this harm¬ 
ful result should be placed where 
it belongs. This responsibility does 
not rest upon the shoulders of the 
rank and file of the membership; 
they are a part of our exemplary 
citizens. 

Owing to the fact that the first 
A. M. E. Church of. this city is 
the largest and most important 
in the state, the presiding elder 
and the pastor of this church are 
to all intent and purposes the 
California Conference. These men 
shape the destiny and policy of 
the churches. 

Dirty Politics 

That the part these gentlemen 
took in the recent campaigns and 
the banners under which they 
fought had potent influence upon 
the churches under their jurisdic¬ 
tion, goes without saying. 

Two years ago when the good 
people of this city were engaged 
in deadly combat with the forces 
of evil; when the malign influences 


of the saloon, gambling houses 
and dens of vice and shame defiant¬ 
ly flaunted their flags in the face 
of decency; and the call for workers 
came from every quarter, the pas¬ 
tor of the first A. M. E. Church, 
one of the moving spirits of the 
California Conference, was fighting 
under the banner of those who were 
battling for a wide open town. 
While public meetings were be¬ 
ing held in nearly every church, 
the first A. M. E. church stood 
like a deserted cemetery while 
its pastor was serving as the star 
attraction for the open town man¬ 
agers. When the corrupt politi¬ 
cal combine grew desperate and 
opened a campaign of slander, 
this pastor sent one Rev. Ireland, 
as his personal representative to 
furnish more sinews for such a 


campaign. 

Conscious of the ignomy of such 
a spectacle, many of the young 
members of the A. M. E. church 
threatened a revolt. The lay mem¬ 
bers were in a measure silenced 
and several young ministers who 
refused to go into the open town 
camp were marked for slaughter. 
They offended by giving their 
support to the Good Government 
ticket and were, at the first oppor¬ 
tunity, forced out of the conference. 
Presiding Elder Wilson who was 
publishing a machine newspaper 
at Riverside moved it down to 
this city so that he could, render 
greater * service in supporting the 
ticket that stood for a wide open 
town. So powerful was the in¬ 
fluence of this ministerial combin¬ 
ation that many colored ministers 
of other denominations took no 
part in the campaign lest a row 
be kicked up in their churches as 
it had been boldly hinted that 
every Negro minister who supported 
the ticket that stood for a clean 
municipality would be starved out. 
But in spite of slander, and inti¬ 
midation a large majority of the 
colored voters cast their ballots for 
a clean city. 


In order that the Elder and the 
first A. M. E. Pastor could remain, 
in Southern California as their 
time limit had expired, they had 
the district divided forming the 
new Los Angeles district. This 
left them on the ground to take 
up the fight for subduing young 
ministers they could not handle by 
forcing them out of the California 
Conference. 

With conditions like the above 
obtaining in the California Confer¬ 
ence it is no wonder that nearly 
every department showed little or 
no advancement. In the past year 
the conversions were so few that 
no notice was taken of them. 
The Annual Conference deemed it 
unworthy to ask about or record 
conversions, the time being taken 
up, making up financial deficits. 
The dollar money ran away behind. 
The Bishop had to continually 
wield his big stick to raise the edu¬ 
cational fund. One church claim¬ 
ing nearly a thousand members, 
raised something like $400.00 of 
the dollar money. Using the dollar 
money as a basis of the member¬ 
ship, that church has about 400 
members and actual falling off. 
According to these figures the 
A. M. E. denomination has all told 
in this city of 20,000 colored people, 
something like six hundred members. 

Although in his opening address, 
the Bishop stated that the number 
of young men who were studying 
for the A. M. E. Ministry were 
growing less; that the young men 
are straying from the church, he 
made no effort to protect the four 
young ministers in the exercise of 
their rights as worthy, intelligent 
citizens and stood by and allowed 
them to be ruthlessly crushed by 
a pulpit politician, in spite of the 
fact that not one thing derogatory 
to their characters could be pro¬ 
duced. If the young and capable 
men of the race are to be kept in 
the church, the old slave methods 
as are now in vogue in many negro 
churches will have to be abolished. 
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ABOUT CHILDREN 

\\ ell mannered children are loved 
and well thought of now and al¬ 
ways have been, but the multitude 
of the other kind are dreaded 
and endured, and grow up to be 
undesirable citizens. Not only so, 
but they are in great danger of 
being eternally lost. Never hav¬ 
ing been controlled, it- is hard for 
them to submit to the control of 
God. Never having .experienced 
any hardness, how can they en¬ 
dure hardness as good soldiers of 
Jesus Christ? If they are ever 
brought to good discipleship it 
will probably be through the fur¬ 
nace of affliction of some kind. 

Children are being pampered and 
overdone as a rule nowdays and 
it frightens those who think and 
have the welfare of the human race 
at heart. Too much effort can¬ 
not be made for their salvation at 
an early age, but they can not 
come into that experience and state 
without a sense of their sins and 
a proper horror of sin. It is a 
mistake to minimize sin in their 
cases and speak as though their 
sins were small and of little con¬ 
sequence. The big majority of 
all the children who have been 
saved young have had a deep con¬ 
viction for sin and a fear of hell 
that preceded a realization of sins 
forgiven. They should make res¬ 
titution and ask forgiveness of 
others up to the measure of the 
sins committed. They should also 
be taught that their lives must 
conform with their profession and 
that if they belong to the church 
they must live in conformity to 
its rules and usages. We should 
encourage children and give them 
a helping hand, but not encourage 
them in a false hope and in a life un¬ 
becoming to a professor of salvation.

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BISHOP PARKS 

The before the war methods of 
the Legree type used by Bishop 
Parks, at the late annual confer¬ 
ence held in this city, will serve as 
a bar to keep worthy ambitious 
voung men out of the conferences 
over ° which he presides. If his 
Los Angeles Conference was a 
sample of the others where he pie- 
sides. We have nothing to say 
against the Bishop’s character as 
a gentleman and Christian, but t as 
a presiding officer he was wanting 
in many of those equalities that his 
position demands. There was only 
one man in the Conference and 
that was the Bishop. The other 
members' of the Conference were 
treated by the Bishop as mere boys 
to run at his beck and call. The 
Conference was never opened or 


closed on time. Like the king the 
bishop could do no wrong. If the 
ministers of the Conference should 
imitate the Bishop when they return 
to their charges, as they sometimes 
do, their church decorum will suffer 
greatly. 

When the time came to elect 
delegates to the general confer¬ 
ence, the Bishop arose, conscious of 
his mighty power and gave the 
preachers to understand that two 
certain gentlemen had to be elected 
—meaning Revs. Wilson and Peck. 
His words and manner called to 
mind the famous order of Napoleon 
Third—that in deciding the ques¬ 
tion of voting for emporor that 
every soldier could vote as he 
pleased, but the one voting no would 
be shot before sun down. It so 
happened that four of the preachers 
voting no were shot from the 
Conference. 

The agitation for a Negro build¬ 
ing at the Panama Exposition to 
be held at San Francisco in 1915 
has about died out as it should 
have done. If the negroes of the 
country desire to make a special 
exhibit at the fair and are willing 
and able to finance the proposition, 
it might not be a harmful thing, 
but to agitate for a special 
appropriation, could have only a 
harmful effect. As things now 
stand, all places of amusement, 
hotels and restaurants are open 
to the negroes, that’s why the ne¬ 
groes throughout the country, fav¬ 
ored San Francisco as a place for 
the Fair. 

If Dr. Washington had consulted 
the thoughtful negroes of this 
state before allowing his name to 
be used in connection with this 
negro building proposition, they 
would have esteemed it a favor. 
The negroes of California are treat¬ 
ed as citizens and are allowed to 
enjoy unmolested whatever he 
honestly acquired. And he needs 
a continuation of the opportunities 
that are his in common with the 
other citizens of the state.

Colored Farmers Raise Half=Mi!lion 
Bales of Cotton 

‘Taking the Southern States as 
a whole, I find that colored far¬ 
mers last year produced four and 
a half million bales of cotton 
valued at about $319,000,000. 
Colored farmers in the South pro¬ 
duced last year 150,000,000 bushels 
of corn valued at about $95,000,000. 
How many of these millions of 
dollars today remain in our hands, 
and how much has parted from us? 

‘ The colored farmers of the 
South produced last year four and 
a half million bushels of oats valued 
at over two millions of dollars. 
They produced last year 850,000 
bushels of wheat valued at nearly 
four million dollars, and 98,000,000 
pounds of tobacco valued at about 
nine million dollars. 

“It is estimated that the total 
value of the farm products of color¬ 
ed farmers of the South last year 
amounted to five hundred million 
dollars. In addition to what was 
produced by the farmers, I am safe 
in saying that those engaged in 
other gainful occupations such as 
professional service, domestic and 
personal service, and trade and 
manufacturing and mechanical pur¬ 
suits earned last year at least two 
hundred million dollars, making 
the total earnings of our race in 
the South alone something over 
seven hundred million dollars. 

“I repeat again and again that 
it is the duty of the Negro minister, 
the Negro teacher, the Negro busi¬ 
ness man, of the leaders of our 
race everywhere to see to it that 
a larger proportion of the tremen¬ 
dous amount earned by our race 
is invested in lands, houses, banks 
schools, industrial institutions, col¬ 
leges, churches, so invested that 
it will remain for all time in the 
possession of this generation and 
succeeding generations. If ten per 
cent, only of our annual earnings 
were set aside for such investment 
as I have suggested, the race would 
have every years seventy millions 
of dollars which would go into its 
permanent enrichment and en-light 
enment.
